Tenure Ends With 4-Star Final

One of the biggest changes in the fast growth of Vic- | 
toria since World War 2 is being seen this week-end. 

After tonight the Victoria Daily Times will no senent | 
be situated at the corner of Fort and Broad Streets. 

The five-story building which has housed the evening | 
newspaper the past 40 years will be empty of all but mem- | 
ories of a great period in the newspaper history of British | 
Columbia. | 

On Monday a new era begins for Vancouver Island's | 
“fast growing newspaper” at the new $1,000,000 Fountain 
Circle plant of Victoria Press Ltd. on the outskirts of the 


business district.

Away from the heart of the’ city, the new Times will 
continue its policy of closeness with the community which, 
since its first publication day of June-9, 1884, has earned 
it the title of “The Home Newspaper.” 


‘Last Edition From Old Building 


What you are reading now. is 
the last of the daily editions of 
the Times to be printed—at the 
downtown building which — has 
been placed on the market mak- 
ing. way for stil] another stride 
in the fast-growing pace of the 
city 

No longer will

Federal And Provincial Governments To 
Share Expense Of Plan 50-50 Basis 


OTTAWA (CP)—A $350,000,000 federal program to pro- 
vide $40-a-month pensions to Canadians 70 and over, regard- 
less of means, likely will be inaugurated early next year. 


Prime Minister St. Laurent 
told the Commons Friday that 
no-time.will - be lost. in. getting 
the program into operation. 

He made the statement after 
informing members that ail 10 
provinces have agreed to a con- 
stitutiona] amendment which will 
clear. the way for the federal 
government to enter the pen: 
sions field, now under provin- 
cial jurisdiction. 


The cost of the pensions to 
alt 70 and over will be financed 
out of taxation but the gov 
ernment has not indicated how 
the contributions will be col- 
lected. A parliamentary commit- 
tee on old-age security suggested 
last year the pensions might be 
financed through a 2 per cent 
levy on incomes. 


Cost To Be Shared 50-50 Basis 


Once the néw program is in 
operation, the federal govern- 
ment plans to share on a 50-50 
basis with the provinces the cost 
of pensions to the needy be- 
tween 65 and 69. 

At present, pensions of $40 a 
month—some of the. provinces 
pay a bit more—go to those of 
70 and over who can prove their 
néed for such a payment.

Leaving Home 


ROM THE OFFICE IN WHICH THIS 

is written, a person may look down 
into Fort Street and see the passing 
parade of Victoria, So it has seemed to 
generations of men and women who 
have worked at The Times since the 
newspaper was first published in this 
building, constructed for it 40 years ago. 
And for the same period the square- 
faced structure that rises in five stories 
from the northeast corner of Fort and 
Broad has been a landmark to Victorians. 

Forty years is not an impressive 
length of time to more ancient cities.

We find 
in the recollection of them a sense of 
pride,

It is a sentiment that has made the 
structure a home in which, many of us 
grew up in our working hours. It is a 
place of shabby hallways and metal 
stairs that have echoed to the brisk 
tread of enthusiastic craftsmen, and to 
the slow steps of men tired froma long 
day’s work. Its rooms have been carved 
about and-remade to meet the demands 
of changing times. It is a structure in 
which there has been insufficient space 
in recent years. 

Its limitation have been damned. Yet, 
as we come to leave it, we find a little 
heartbreak at parting. 

In the rooms are friendly ghosts. 
They are the shades of men and women 
who held the building in an affection 
we have come to know, people who 
helped a fellow workman on his job. 
There are brilliant personalities among 
them, individuals of national repute, and 
there are the less distinguished who yet 
were cherished members of the chang- 
ing family. 

The old Times building has outlived 
its usefulness for newspaper purposes. 
It will be laid aside by its present work- 
ing personnel as som ing outgrown. 
So it wil] be, in the physical sense. Yet 
in the leaving, there comes a touch of 
nostalgia, a regret that progress puts be- 
hind it this relic of a less impatient agé. 


A Courageous Judgment 


F[HE MARK OF HISTORY WAS ON 
the Montreal court judgment this 
week which ordered Premier Maurice Du 
plessis t> pay $8,123.53 in damages to a 
restaurant ewner named Frank Ronca- 
relli, When Mr. Roncarelli entered suit 
against the premier, he was admired for 
his audacity if not for his ingenuousness; 
for in Quebec, Mr. Duplessis is not only 
premier and attorney-general but, like 
Pooh-Bah, Lord High Everything Else 

What made this week's judgment siz 
nificant was that Roncarelli vs. Duplessis 
was, in many respects, a test case on 
freedom of worship, For years Mr. Ron- 
carelli, a Canadian of Italian lineag 
operated a restaurant in Montreal w 
Was so good that it made him wealthy. 
He-was aiso a disciple of the small re- 
ligious: sect known as Jéhovah’s Wit- 
nesses, who had incurred the displeasure 
ef many Quebeckers™ by “preaching” this 
faith on a door-to-door basis. 

Five years ago Mr. Duplessis began 
throwing these people into jail for dis- 
tributing pamphlets without a licence. 
As. fast as he threw them in, Mr. Ron- 
carelli bailed them out. Thus flaunted, 
the premier struck at Roncarelli on the 


economic front: he arbitrarily canceled 
the restaurant's liquor licence, Forced_to 
close, arelli sued Duplessis in his 
capacity as ‘attorney-general, claiming 
that the order had cost him $250,000. 

The premier’s day in court, when the 
trial opened a year ago, was a publicity 
Grinning and waving to friends, 
le grand chef of the Union Nationaic 
took the stand, quipped with counsel, 
made it plain that he was a busy man 
who couldn't spend too much time on 
this nonsense. The presiding judge, an 
aging, white-haired named C. G, 
MacKinnon, soon slowed him down. “Just 
answer the questions, Mr. Duplessis,” 
he cautioned. 

Few spectators at this trial thought 
that. Rencarelli would have a-chance, 
Mr. Justice MacKinnon's judgment dem- 
onstrated that, while the premier has 
been able to introdtice restrictive legisia- 
tion against the press and screen in Que- 
bec, the authority of the courts never- 
theless remains {in this jurist’s hands, at 
inviolate. This was a wise and 
eourageous decision, the significance of 
which will be appreciated by many Ca- 
nadians beyond the borders of Quebec.

FINANCE MINISTER DOUGLAS 

ABBOTT was, as usual, hitting right 
at the core of the problem when he spoke 
on inflation in the Commons this week 
As to causes, he said, one of the most 
important is the persistence with which 
“every highly-organized pressure group” 
in the country is trying to beat rising 
prices by getting an ever greater share 
of the nationa] income. Such actions, he 
emphasized, could only result in more 
inflation, whether the aim of the group 
was higher wages or higher selling 
prices. 

The remedy, said Mr. Abbott, does 
not lie in government decrees. Answer- 
ing Opposition demands for restrictive 


measures to hold down the cost of living, 
the Finance Minister went to the heart 
of the matter when he declared no gov- 
ernment alone could.defeat world-wide 
inflation. “The fundamental cure is for 
everyone to work harder and longer if 
we are to maintain our standard of liv- 
ing,” he said. 

That is a thesis which has been urged 
in these columns. Since it is a shortage 
of goods that is sending prices up today 
we can only combat the trend by produc- 
ing more goods and curbing our demand. 
There isemo substitute. Sooner or later 
the country must realize it—as many 
people are doing—but it must be done 
before it is too late.

Chips Off 
The Old Brock

T HAVE been toying with the idea of 
home-made wine, I did make half a 
gallon of daisy wine once, egged on by a 
wholly unreliable cook book.” And filthy 
stuff it was, too. You couldn't call it 
Wine.. It was more of a thin syrup, fila- 
vored with compost. I 
am ‘thinking now of 
parsnip wine, from a 
recipe vouched for by 
Anthony Armstrong 
(A.A. of Punch) and 
more or less corrobor- 
ated in Andre Simon's 
Britisa Wines & Cor- 
dials, A.A. got his 
recipe from his coun- 
try neighbors (in Sus- a 
sex, I think). They told Brock 
him it was good for making wine out of 
absolutely any fruit or vegetable except 
grapes, Grapes, they said, are no good 
for wine. 

A medica] student told me long ago 
(and in verse at that) that home-made 
dandelion wine will fill you with a two-inch 
deposit of sludge. I suppose this is true 
of most other home-made wines. Their 
lack of clarity is shocking. But some 
are clearer than others. And in any 
event, if a small glass or two can give 
you a ‘splitting headache, it would take 
a long time to build up any deep silt 
inside yourself. 


KNEW a chap who made what he 

called potato champagne, and this left 
no. deposit in him whatsoever, for the 
very good reason that he never found 
any way of uncorkirg it into glasses 
instead of onto the floor. Sometimes it 
decanted itself onto the ceiling...Just_in 
time for the fina] bottle my friend in- 
vented. a new method of defeating this 
wild unfettered brew. Before uncorking 
it, he placed the bottle in a large bowl, 
and got his wife to hold an inverted 
Smaller. bowl -above-it. _ In theory, the 
wine was to jet upwards only to meet the 
inverted bow! and be deflected town into 
the lower bowl.

milk production is high, dairy farmers 
can sell their’ surplus butter to the’ Gov- 
ernment and get the price equivalent of 
58 cents f.o.b. Montreal. This store, 
accumulated during the summer, is the 
stock we eat during the winter. The 
Government sells it out of store at a 
price sufficient to cover storage costs, 
shrinkage, etc., but no profit. 

This year's butter will cost between 
61 and 62 cents wholesale out of store. 
At retail this wil] mean a price of 69-70 
in the big eastern centres 

It's safe to predict that the price level 
will not fall below that either this coming 
winter- or next. It could go above it: 
this will depend on the supply and de- 
mand. The Government has made a 
commitment here which ought to ensure 
adequate supplies—if it is fulfilled prop- 
erly when the time comes. 


PRODUCTION DECLINE 


Canadian butter production has been 
on the decline, partly because farmers 
are producing less milk and partly be- 
cause more of the milk supply has been 
going into canned and processed goods 
instead of butter. The floor price will 
nof affect the tota] milk supply, but it 
might attract more milk into butter in- 
stead of factory products, 

It is, however, still highly doubtful 
whether we can produce enough domes- 
tic butter to meet Canadian demands. If 
we can't, the only way to eke out our 
stocks is by importing. 

Last. winter, for example, everyone 
in the trade knew by October that our 


stocks were not going to be adequate to 
last until’ the new spring -production 
started. From then until early. Febru- 
ary the trade and the Government argued 
and finagled about imports. At one time 
the Minister of Agriculture, this same 
James G. Gardiner, got the Cabinet to 
put an embargo on butter imports. 

That was reversed within a week, and 
a small amount of New Zealand butter 
was bought. But it was too late in the 
season, and the quantity was too: small, 
to offset the wave of speculative buying 
which occurred in March in anticipation 
of the exhaustion of the Government 
stores. 


ANNUAL REVIEW 


For the next two years the Govern- 
ment has undertaken that the stocks of 
Canadian butter will be reviewed at 
December 1. By then it should certainly 
be possible to say how much extra we 
will need to meet our needs, and the 
Government has undertaken to see that 
negotiations are then started with New 
Zealand to import enough butter to 
meet them. 

But the imports will not be allowed 
to cut the price, which is deliberately 
fixed to protect the Canadian dairy in- 
dustry. We might be more sure of get- 
ting all we need from New Zealand if 
these negotiations were scheduled for 
November instead of December. But if 
the Government makes good its present 
promjse we should be sure of enough 
imports to stop the price going much 
above a 69-70-cent level at retail.
